DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Ward (Reg. No. 35,732) on May 12, 2004. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-20, and 32-38 without prejudice because these claims are 
withdrawn from the restriction requirement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 21-31, and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references cited disclose a multiple die electronic system comprising a substrate, a 
base die IC, a first secondary IC die, and conductive contacts. However, they do not 
disclose or render in combination of the system having: 

the conductive contacts extending a first surface of the base IC die and 
conductors on the substrate for conveying first signals between the base IC die and the 
conductors, wherein at least one of second signals provided between the first second IC

die and the base IC die having a high frequency than the first signals provided between 
the base IC die and the substrate (claims 21-27); 

means for holding the base IC die proximate to the substrate so that spring 
contacts of the conductive contacts being compressed against the conductors on the 
surface of the substrate (claim 28); and 

second conductive paths linking a second secondary IC die to a second surface 
of the base IC die (claim 29).
